Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner and Applicant's representative discussed the 
Examiner's interpretation of the Anderson reference and how she believed that the Anderson reference read upon the 
current claim language. Specifically, how the Examiner believed the Anderson reference matched the current structure 
of the invention in the claims. The Examiner also pointed out that the language of the claim was mainly functional 
language as opposed to structural language and that the structural language in the claim was believed to be found in 
basic computer architecture teachings. The Examiner also pointed out that the allowable subject matter discussed in 
the previous interview on page 15 of the specification were believed to be allowable subject matter, and that, should 
this material be incorporated into the claims, then the case would be allowable. Specifically, should the language with 
regard to the second memory, e.g. dummy memory, being smaller and that the context of the secondary program did 
not need to be saved because the latter is used simply for covering tracks be incorporated in the the claim, the claim 
would be allowable, because prior art that has been searched and found has second memories of equal or larger size 
and does not save the context for processor speed reasons not for security reasons, as is Applicant's current invention.
